The term ’property’ mesns sny property, right~ or inter-
est including sny lessehold interest, snd debts owed by
the Government of Cubs or by enterprises which hsvebeen
nstionslized~ expropristed~ intervened, or tsken by the

Government of Cubs snd debts which sre s chsrge onpr0p-
erty~which hss been nstionslized~ exPropristed, intervened,
or tsken by the Government of Cubs.
